Thereby they underſtand .the written Law as 
was penned by Moſes at the Command of the Al- 
mighty, wherein the way, the- matter, themanner, 
the times, the place of Sacrificing were preſcribed 
and limited, the Perſons for the Service appointed,

necked People, and much inclined to Idolatry,there 
was added unto it a meer unſignificant Zoke, as the 
Apoſtle Peter doth term it, which conſiſted in theſe 
Impoſitions as concerned Meats, Ablutions, Abſti- 
nence and the like, In this Adminiſtration , the 
People of //rae/, had clearer and clearer Docu- 
ments of the certain futurition of Meſſias the King, 
which did conſiſt in three things.

And as this legal Oeconomy had the advantage 
above the other, in that it had a certain knowledg| 
of that time wherein the accompliſhment of the 
Promiſes: was to be undoubtedly, fo likewiſe their. 
Joy could be no —_ inferior to their Advantage, . 
in that the People of 7rae/ knew out of what Tribe 
this Meſſiah was to be born, yea out-of what Fa- 
mily of that Tribe; 4nd there ſhall come forth a 
Rod out of the Stem of Jelle, and a Branch ſhall grow 
out of his Roots, 8c. Upon the Throne of David and 
upon his Kingdom. For. whatſoever the preſent 
Rabbies commence-of two Meſſia's, the one a Son 
of Zoſeph, who was to ſuffer and to be ſlain, the 
other a Son. of David who is to ſubdue all his 
Enemies,and to Rule ; it hath been no ways known 
in the days-of old, where with one accord all the.

The Natures both Humane and Divine were ap- 
parent in him ; As tothe Humane *tis known, he 
was born,did grow, was crucified, dead, and buri- 
ed, beſidesmany other Symptoins he- was/ſubje&t 
-to, as a' Mahi, having tiketvupon him the Seed of 
Abrihian. His Deity was' apparent by his Miracles, 
-by his Reſurreftion performed by his own Power. 
All which I could prove at large if it were not an 
Argument ſufficiently known by all, and as well 
managed asany Truth poſſible. 

Enough it is for me, andfor-the fatisfaQtion' of 
my Confcience'that Ido acknowledg this Oecono- 
my, to be i» eſſe, and ſeeing all theſe things, as e- 
yer were foretold by the Prophets, were fulfilled 
in Jeans of Nizareath, him1 confeſs tb be-the true 
Mefttah and Saviour. - '* !

Prohibitions of 
Dent. 14- Meats to have been pole and changeable ; for.a 
thing thatdied of it ſelf, did not defile .a Gentile or 
a Stranger,whereas it defiled.a Jew. -Andthe very 
Rabbies themſelves generally, agree the diftinQi- 
on of Meats ſhould ceaſe in the tumes of Meſhah,and 
Swines Fleſh ſhould be as pure as.the reſt.. Some 
of them after their Caballiftical Faſhion prove the 
{fame out-of the Name of the Hag,which in the He- 
brew is. "Mm, whichis derived from wn which fig- 
nifies to return, only . becauſe, its end 1s to return, 
thatis to be . as lawfully uſed as before. And ſure- 
ly (as alcaraed Man. ſaith) when:God-intended 
to gather one People out of many, it was; more. a- 
greeable to Reaſon, heſhould make the Liberty:ra- 
ther thanthe Servitude common in ſuch matters. . 
Circumciſion likewiſe. was not to be a perpetual 
Commandment, by reaſon that ſame.belonged. to 
the Moſaick Law, which (as we. ſhortly proved.) 
was to be aboliſhed. Forit was a kind of: a Pro- 
logue of that Covenant, the Lord did publiſh, b 
Moſes. Foro ſaid the Zord ; And I mill e alih 
Gen, 17; 7p Covenant: between me and. thee, &c. Therefore 
1s B,9. thou ſhalt keep my., Covenant, thou and thy Seed after 
thee in, thy, Generatipns,.. This is my Covenant ; E- 
very AMan-Child among: you (hell be. Circumciſed, Yea 
2tis manifeſt enough. out. of the WiRogs of the 
Prophets,., that, by .this, carnal Circumciſion, was 


fipaified;a more excgllent way of taking away our 
Foreskin.; ; 
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:Foreskin 3 namely the Circumciſion of our Hearts, 
whereunto tends all the Commandments of our Sa- 
'vviour. And that this Circumciſioa was not to be 
-perpetual or abſolutely neceſſary, - is evident by that 
Abraham pleaſed God before his Circumciſion, and 
.all the Travels of the Hebrews over the Fields of 
Arabia were void of it ; That I may omit that ſome 
Chriſtians are of Opinion this ſame Circumciſion 
. may be uſed amongit Chriſtians as deſcended from 
the Jews, butnot to be impoſed upon them which

As to the Sabbath it is either a Commandment 
totally Ceremonial and Poſitive, yea a ſpecial Sign 
betwixt God and /{-ae/, or elſe it is moral park=> Exod. 31; 
ſeventh day.in the Week, and ceremonial asto the 3%: 
ſtrittieſs of Obſervation, and the.preciſity. of a 
.day. Hence the moſt learned amongſt the Rabbies 
.make a diftinAtion betwixt the Commandment of 
Remembrance (1n relation to the Sabbath) and the pxoa. 202 
-Commandment of Obſervation, which conſiſted in 8: ; 
-the exaQt abſtinence all work, whereas the _ 3'o 
.other conſiſted only in religious Remembrance of 
the Worlds creation. | vs 

Having clear'd this point, Ihave nothing elſe to 
ay, but that by all the Prophecies, and - the Fulfil- - 
lings of the ſame, TI have been convinced of the 
-coming of the Meſſiah the King, and that Jeſus 
Chriſt was the ſame, who was Crucified, ſold for 
thirty Pieces, betrayed by his own Friend, pierced, 
dead, buried, and roſe again. The Lord confirm 
me in this Faith, by which I hope to be ſaved, for 
the Merits-of my Saviour Chriſt Jeſus, Amen. 
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
